ROWDS were marching 
through London's streets 
recently shouling the cry “Save 
Austria." The danger lies nearer. 
It is timo to think of “saving” our 


Two events last month were 
combined with remarkable preci- 
sion. The Fuhrer marched into 
Vienna, General Franco began his 
march on Barcclona. 


The notion that we face two 
hungry and reaticss Powers, act- 
ing euch for itself, which spring 
a series of disconnected crises 
upon us has got to be discarded. 

We face an “axis,” ax the Die- 
tutors significantly call il, round 
whieh all Europe now turns at 
their will, Once, perhaps, it was 
brenkable.

Few formal alliances in’ 
history have been. xs solid and 
effective. 

It has already won for Germuny 
complete ascendancy in Middle 
Europe. It has nearly won for 
the Roman Empire the mustery of

IN GERMAN HANDS 

Again, wo know the Tory an- 
swer ovor Spain. It is the com- 
fort of weak: men blinded by class 
consciousness. It runs thus: 
“Franco really lovee us best 
(which explains why he sinks our 
ships). He will want a loan from 
the City. : 

Moreover, the Italians have pro- 
mised to walk out when “the Reds 
are smashed.” This is the talk 
of comfortable men too lazy to 
face realities. 

If Mussolini has risked 
men, planes, and an untold valuo 
cf munitions to smash this demo- 
cratic republic, he will expect his 
reward and sec that ho gets it. 

What, then, are we to do, we 
und ‘the French? First, coneen- 
trate on what is attainable and 
still defensible. We must be reul- 
ists with mental discipline enough 
to face the hard military realitics. |

Let us remember thot we are 
fncing, not Hitler, Mussolini or 
Franco alone, but this Axis, this 
alliance. Whero is it weakest? 
In Spain, for it can send its men 
and munitions only by sea. 

Where are the Western Powers 
strongest? Again, in Spain. For 
together, though it may not be for 
lung, they still command — these 
seus. Further, the French have 
with Spain a common frontier, 
white Middle Europe is out of 
reach. 

Even if we felt no admiration 
and sympathy for this gallant 
‘people, it is to Spain that every 
consideration of self-interest and 
strategical calculation calls us. 

The Franco trick, if it succeeds 
in Spain, may bo repeated in 
France.

MOMENT FOR ACTION 

Over the first step we all agree. 
Mr. Attlee spoke well in the 
House, and so did Sir Archibald 
Sinclair. Tho Ropublic is being 
overwhelmed, not by the vulour 
of Fascist woops, whether Span- 
ish, Moorish or Italian, but solely 
by interventionist ‘planes and 
guns, 

It is a moment not for despair, 
but for action. Spaniards are a 
‘stubborn race, who can rally in a 
dark hour, as they did when 
Madrid was all but lost. 

But unless, at last, we counter 
this invasion by giving brave men 
the mcans to defend ‘themselves, 
the Republic will go under. Tho 
French would do it, and. would 
have done it long ago, but for 
British resistance. ‘That we have 
to overcome.
